WHEREAS m v ew of the declaration of the President of a NfitionnL State 
of Calamivi *o ** to prevent the further spread of ihr virulent COVID-I 4 ) ond 
enjoining. all government agencies rind loca. government units to render full 
assistance and mobilise the necessary resources to undertake appropriate 
mcAKiirm to fight and eliminate the threat df COVtO-lG. (hr City Government 
of Cciabato lutdf it necessary to modify existing guidelines, including the 
imposttron of general community quarantine and conduct of coramuaily-wide 
disinfection 

NOW. THEREFORE, 1, ATTT. FRANCES CYNTHIA J, GU1ARI - 
&A7ADI, Mayor of the City of Cotabato, by virtue of the powers vested upon me 
by law, do hereby prescribe the modification of the guidelines for the general 
public and ihe City Government of Cotabato in the midst of the threat of 
COVlD-lS, including the conduct of a massive community-wide disinfection, 
and order the following:

8, Delivery trucks and vans of goods mid other basic commodities wilt be 
allowed tn enter the city provided that the driver and one helper will 
stay onboard while unloading the goods until completed The driver 
will be required to deposit his driver's license .it ihe checkpoint and 
collect ii again upon exiting the city. 

Enin and exit of persons via < through city's 
rivers and erreks B fr abviluirly noi allowed Only watercraft* 
deltveriiiii goods to the city will be allowed provided that those people 
onboard will not disembark. They should coordinate with authorod 
person* designated contacts at the docking area to assist them in 
unloading the goods.
